The  Pacific  Strain  is  pronounced  by  experts  to  be  the 
most  striking  advance  in  Delphinium  hybridizing  in 
recent  years,  and  has  brought  fame  to  its  originator, 
Mr.  Reinelt.  We  were  fortunate  in  securing  hand- 
pollenized  seed  of  this  strain  for  the  production  of  many 
of  our  seed  producing  plants.  We  are  offering  seed 
of  this  strain  for  the  first  time  this  year.  These  fine 
Delphiniums  wall  add  much  beauty  to  your  garden. 
Many  of  the  florets  are  very  large  and  exquisitely 
beautiful.  We  predict  a  great  future  for  this  strain. 

The  Wrexham  Strain  produces  a  large  proportion 
of  very  superior  plants  from  seed.  They  produce  tall, 
well  shaped  bloom  spikes  with  very  large  florets,  many 
of  them  being  double.  The  coloring  is  extremely  beau¬ 
tiful  with  wonderful  and  varied  combinations  of  delicate 
shades,  blue,  lavender,  white,  cream,  silver,  dark  purple. 

Plant  the  seed  either  in  early  spring  or  mid-summer, 


in  flats  filled  with  fairly  rich  soil.  Cover  with  Vs 
inch  sifted  soil.  Cover  with  either  cloth  or  glass 
frame,  glass  preferred.  If  glass  frame  is  used,  place 
a  single  sheet  of  newspaper  directly  under  the  glass, 
not  resting  on  the  soil.  This  shades  the  soil  and  helps 
to  retain  the  moisture.  Keep  quite  moist.  Remove 
shade  gradually. 

When  the  seedlings  have  3  or  4  leaves  transplant  a 
foot  apart.  Do  not  transplant  during  a  hot  dry  spell. 
If  seeds  are  planted  in  summer,  the  seedlings  should 
be  transplanted  into  a  cold  frame  for  the  winter. 

It  takes  ajittle  longer  for  Delphinium  Seed  to  germ- 
ir.ute  than  r'ansy  Seed,  but  they  should  come  if  the 
seed  is  fresh.  The  fresher  Delphinium  Seed  is,  the 
better  it  will  germinate,  so  mid-summer  sowing  is 
recommended. 

Delphiniums  have  two  distinct  blooming  seasons, 
sometimes  three.  The  blooms  should  not  be  allowed 
to  go  to  seed  to  secure  best  results.  It  is  well  to  cut 
the  plants  back  after  a  blooming  season.  Bone  meal  in 
moderation  is  good  but  not  too  close  to  the  plants.
